SORROW IN MONTREAL, 


Bells Tolled to Announce to the People the 
Sorrowful Tidings. a 
Monrrean, Que., June 6.— [Special. — 
News of Sir John Macdonald’s death 
reached here soon after it occurred 


at 10:30 this evening. Although the announce- - 


ment created no surprise there was a general 
feeling of regret at the old chieftain’s death. 
The church bells were tolled and the streets 
were lined with people discussing the event until 
long after midnight. Sir John was a special 
favorite in the commercial metropolis, which 
has always returned a full contingent of Con- 
servative members. His brave struggle against 
death and his marvelous vitality evoked 
the admiration of everybody. His death was 
looked for at any time today. Some of the 
papers will make an effort to have Sir John’s 


dody interred in Westminster Abbey, but Sir 
John’s friends do not take kindly to the idea. 


He will probably have a Masonic funeral, and 
the Orangemen will also attend, as he be 


longed to both bodies. 


La Presse, the organ of Mr. Chapleau, 


“Secretary of State, contains the most sig- 


nificant article on the political situation yet 
published. It clearly indicates that there are 


grounds for the rumor that negotiations are 


going on for the renewal of relations for- 
merly existing between McCarthy (equal 
rights) and the Quebec wing of the Conservative 
party and broken by the Jesuit agitation.

In former days Mr. McCarthy was one of our 
most courageous defenders. It is even affirmed 
that he delivered one of the most remarkable 
speeches in the French language on the Riel af- 
fair, which removed him from the active scene of 
both political parties and launched him upon 
a fruitless ground of agitation. It was a mis 
fortune which rendered him powerless in his new 
role and deprived the country of the enormous 
talent of one of its most gifted sons. Mr. Me- 
Carthy has much to forget as we have much to 
forget for him. Butaman of his value must not 
waste away in vain struggles. He has concessions 
to make—so has the Catholic element—which will 
be made if vital principles are not at stake. Mr. 
McCarthy presents an element which cannot be 
néegiected, just as the Catholics represent a 
strength which it would be insane toignore. Let 
us remember that Mr. Morin in 1854 tendered the 
hand to Sir Allan MacNab and Sir John Mac- 
donald formed a liberal alliance with the most 
fanatical Toryism of that period. Who has lost 
by this coalition, which has lasted until today? 
Neither of the two groups. Certainly not the 
Catholic French-Canadian group. History may 
again repeat itself. May God grant it for the 
sake of peace in our country. 

A nation is tonight mourning its greatest 
statesman and a great party is in grief for 
the loss of a beloved leader. Toward that sick- 
chamber at Earuscliffe public thought has 
been directed for the last ten days, and the 
sympathy of the nation has gone out in great- 
er degree as the picture presented grew dark- 
er and more pathetic. From all parts of the 
Dominion and from. the sovereign herself 
came tender messages of condolence and 
anxious inquiries as to the aged states man's 
condition.

THEY “MASSED” THINLY. 


A LAKE-FRONT MEETING THAT DID 
NOT FULFILL EXPECTATIONS. 


Col. James W. Nye and Telford Burnham 
Explain the Provisions of a Bill—J. H. 
McCausland Indulges in Remarks That 
Are Not Received with Favor—Pertinent 
Interrogatories That Are Only Partially 
Answered—Ancient History Reviewed 
by W. G. Ewing. 

The mass ng over which Col. Nye 
presided at Music Hall last night was not a 
gilt-spangled success. There were fewer peo- 
ple at the meeting to indorse the pending 
Lake-Front. bill than there were names at- 
tached to the call for such a gathering. Possibly 


bad weather kept away the promoters of the 


plan to settle the Illinois Central and park 


“| questions for all time to come,” as was set 


forth in the call. Perhaps they considered 
they had done their full duty in publicly in- 
dorsing the enterprise. Whatever the cause, 
the owners of the names heretofore published 
as in favor of the plan were almost unani- 
mously absent. 

The meeting adjourned in the midst of 
what promised to be a highly interesting 
speech by J. H. McCausland. When Robert 
Swallow, the well-known exponent of labor 
interests, finished an impassioned appeal for 
a park for the masses and a quieting of all 
strife between the Illinois Central and the 
city there was a resolution submitted calling 
upon the Legislature to lay aside all 
other business and pass the Lake- 
Front © bill. Before a vote could 
be taken Mr. McCausland, who had previously 
asked many questions which Mr. Burnham 
had not answered, loomed up in one of the 
side aisles and demanded the attention of the 
Chairman and the audience. “ This meeting 
appears to be muchof the nature of the handle 
of a jug,” observed Mr. McCausland. It 
is on one side and seems to have 
been arranged in the interests of the 
railroad company. -We have heard the argu- 
ments of a couple of railway lawyers, and the 
demands of those people who want to see 
baby wagons down on the Lake-Front, but 
what do we hear of the white-winged agents 


of comnferce? 


Echo Answered “ What?” 

„Who represents the business interests? Are 
we to give away our grand harbor to a rail- 
road company? Smother our business in- 
terests that a grass plat may be made? Are 
our white winged ”’ 

Question! Question!“ imperatively de- 
manded the mass meeting. 

“ It appears,“ said Col. Nye, who was stand- 
ing at the reading desk, “ that the majority 
wish to vote and not listen to further discus- 
sion. I therefore——”’ 

That is what I said,” broke in Mr. Me- 
Causlana; “the meeting is one-sided; it’s 
packed. If you want to choke me off you 
can do it, but I want to tell you one thing. 
There was a man once tried to give away the 
Government Pier. The next time he came 
up for office he was defeated by over 6,000 
votes. You can set it down that every Chica- 
go legislator who votes for this bill will be a 
marked man. Every one who——” 

The stalwart voice of Col. Nye arose: “ All 
those in favor of the resolution as amended 
say Lea.“ Almost every one said it. The 
nays were few and the resolution carried. 
This was in effect that the people of Chicago 
request the Legislature of Illinois to take up 
immediately for action the Lake-Front bill 
now pending in the House, and after the bill 
1s amended by providing that the filling to be 
done and retaining walls to be constructed by 


the Illinois Central be completed by Dec. 


1, 1892, and that the tracks be remioved from the 


present right of way and the city given 


possession of the Lake-Front for park pur- 
poses by May 1, 1893. These amendments 
were proposed by W. G.. Ewing. The bill 
which is now on its second reading in the 
House was circulated in an abstracted form 
through the audience. : 

Provisions of the Bill. 

In general the bill provides, after reciting 
that the public interests require that all dis- 
putes and differences relative to the Lake- 
Front should be settled with the least possible 
delay, that the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany shall surrender all its claims to the sub- 
merged land and riparian rights rising under 
the act of 1869, and its title to such part of the 
submerged lands and riparian rights as was 
conceded by the Harlan decision, whether 
such claim or title extends from Adams street 
to Park row or Park row to Twenty-second 
street. The State confirms this surrender and 
grants the same lands to the City of Chicago. 

The railroad surrenders its present right of 
way on 200 feet of ground now made from 
Adams street and 100 feet of submerged land 
north of Park row to Twenty-second street, re- 
moves its shops from the Sixteenth street yards, 
and gives for park and boulevard all the land, 
after filling such small portions as are now 
submerged, lying between the west line of 
the old right of way and the west 
line of the proposed new right of 
way, and from Park row to Twenty- 
second street. The tracks north of Park row 
are to be moved out to 1,200 feet from the 
west line of Michigan avenue and be de- 
pressed so the rails shall be five and a half 
feet above datum, which is twelve inches 
above high-water mark, and are to be de- 


pressed all the way from Twenty-second street 


north to the proposed new depot. 
The Railroad’s Part of the Program. 

The railroad company is to furnish all the 
material and do all the work of filling the 
submerged land for the park. It is to build 
also the stone retaining walls and do all thé 
piling necessary for protection of the shore 
line and build a substantial breakwater from 
the Thirteenth street pier to Twenty-second 
street, 300 feet east of the new tracks. 

After giving the railway mmor pieces of 
ground at Twelfth street and elsewhere the 
bill provides that the Illinois Central is to re- 
ceive from the city the block of ground for 
its depot on Michigan avenue, between 
Adams and Monroe streets, Adams street be- 
ing opened east from Michigan avenue 
out to the new tracks, and widened 
to 100 feet for that -distance. The 
blocks north of Monroe street are laid out 160 
feet deep and a new street 150 wide opened 
from Randolph to Monroe street, east of 
these blocks, Monroe, Medison, Washington, 
and Randolph streets, being opened eastward 
to the new street, and Randolph being widened 
eighty feet for that distance, 

The railroad company receives besides the 
new 300 foot right of way from Twenty-second 
to Adams street, that part of the submerged 
land lying east of its present tracks north of 
Adams street to Randolph and eastward 
to the present government dock line, 1,940 
feet from the west line of Michigan avenue 
with the right to fill the same. Consent is 
also given that with the approval-of the 
United States Government it may build 
wharves, piers, or slips in front and east of 
the same out as far as the line of its present 
piers north of Randolph street, the plans of 
which must be approved by the government 
authorities. : 

Three Blocks for the City. 

All the parties to the contract join in con- 
veying to the city the three blocks named 
above (north of Monroe street) in perpetuity, 
with the right to lease the same, one-third of 
the income of the same to be devoted to the 
care, maintenance, and improvement of 
the new Lake-Front Park, one-third in 
aid of construction and maintenance of a tun- 


after any debt contracted therefor is 
fully paid, then such one-third of 
said income shall be approp to the care 
and maintenance of similar public works, or 
parks, or boulevards in the North Division of 
the city, or such other public use as the Com- 
mon Council of Chicago may lawfully direct.

In a 
speech delivered somewhere at some time 
John H. Hamline said that for 
some mysterious reason Mr. Ewing when 
District-Attorney recommended an appeal 
from the Harlan decision. This Mr. Ew- 
ing controverted at length by reading 
the correspondence between himself 
and Attorney-General Miller.

DELAY IN ALLOTTING INDIAN LANDS. 


The Cheyenne and Araphoe Reservation 
Not Likely to Be Opened This Year. 

Kincrisuzr, Ok., June 6.— The agents ap- 
pointed to allot lands to the Cheyenne and 
Atapahoe Indians have been at Darlington for 
several days awaiting orders from Washing- 
ton to go to work. The rolls of these Indians 
were completed and forwarded to Washington 
last Thursday week. They must be approved 
and returned toIndian Agent Ashley before 
payment can eommence. Nothing can be 
done toward the work of allotment until the 
Indians receive their pay. The payment of 
$250,000 will be made in five equal install- 
ments. No portion of this money has yet 
been received. 

A special agent to superintend the payment 


has been on the ground fora month waiting. | 


it is expected that the payment of this money 
will commence in a few days. It will require 
fifteen or twenty days to make the payments, 
as there are aboat 3,500 Indians to be paid. 
After this is done the work of allotment will 
be commenced.

A PILL DRUMMER CAUSED THE Art 
URE OF THE LONDON FIRM. 


Millions Belonging to the English Bank- 
: ers Invested in Doubtfal Enterprises by 
a Clever Yankee—He Bribed Govern- 
ment Officials from the President Down 
to Secure Big Contracts—Something 
About the Fee System in Buenos Ayres, 

‘ New York, June 6.—As soon as the collapse 
of the Baring Bros, was announced a cor- 
respondent was sent from this city to the Ar- 
gentine Republic to inquire into the invest- 
ments which precipitated the failure. The 
correspondent made a thorough investigation, 
and his report makes a remarkable story, 
showing how Charies H. Sanford, a Yankee 
drummer for the sale of pills and toilet prep- 
arations, first secured membership in the 
American firm of S. B. Hale & Co. in Buenos 
Ayers, and after making $1,000,000 by a single 
financial coup went to London won the 


ith + confidence of Lord Ravelstoke, head of the 


Baring firm, thence returning to Argentine 
and investing untold millions of Baring gold 
in doubtful enterprises and securities. 

Twenty-five years ago Sanford was on the 
east coast of South America and traveled as a 
drummer for a New York firm, dealing in 
drugs and chemicals, This firm failed and he 
turned his attention to the firm of S. B. Hale 
& Co., whose members were about to retire. 
He used the maternal love of Mrs. 
Pearson, daughter of Samuel Hale and the 
wife of John R. Pearson, as a lever to further 
his interests. He argued that the glories of 
the old house of Hale & Co. might be revived, 
and that in its operations there was a brilliant 
future for Mrs. Pearson’s sons. Ambitious 
hopes, thus instilled in the lady’s mind, found 
coéperation in the minds of the other fem- 
inine members of the family, and although 
Mr. Pearson remonstrated the house of Sam- 
uel B. Hale & Co. was continued, with Lan- 
man & Kemp’s quondam pill drummer, San- 
ford, as one of the partners,

MANY APPROPRIATION BILLS PASSED 
) OR. ADVANCED, 


Action on the Measure to Reduce the Rate 
of Interest Delayed Until Tuesday—No 
Show for Lake-Front Legislation—Fair 
Chance of a $1,000,000 World’s Fair 
Appropriation—Speaker Crafts Compli- 
mented with a Vote of Confidence, 


Sram D, IIL, June 6.—[ Special. 
Speaker Crafts assumed control of the . 
precisely at 9 o’clock this morning, with a 
firm determination to do a good day’s work. 
At his suggestion somebody moved that in the 
consideration of the appropriation bills, which 
was the order of the day, only two five-min- 
ute speeches should be permitted on each 
bill or amendment, one by the member whose 
district was affected and one by Chairman 
Wilson of the Appropriation committee or 
somebody acting for him. This suggestion 
2 concurred in and Mr. Wilson went to the 

a 

All the morning session and half the after- 
noon session was taken up with his measure. 
Nearly every appropriation bill was amended, 
the aggregate being reduced in most in- 
stances. All the Senate appropriation bills on 
a second reading were thus advanced to a 
third reading, and one or two on a third read- 
ing were passed out and sent to the Senate for 
concurrence in the amendmenta. 

About 4 o’clock this order of business was 
exhausted and the Speaker recognized Mr. 
Morris of Cook, who, in the absence of Mr. 
Hutchings, had charge of the two Pence 
bills amending the registration law. He 
called up the bills out of their order, but hav- 
ing explained their leading provisions they 
were read a second time and ordered en- 
grossed, and advanced to athird reading with- 
out amendment or opposition and by a unani- 
mous vote. Their passage is now secure. 
When they were disposed of Mr. Kern, Chi-

Farmers Want a Lower Interest Rate.

Berry of Carroll opposed it, 
because it would have application beyond the 
intention of its uuthors. It went over till 
Tuesday at the suggestion of the Speaker. 

Shortly after the House got into a tangle 
about a mutual insurance bill introduced 
Mr. Prince of Knox, to which Lyman of Coo 
objected. There was an appeal to Lyman to 
withdraw his objections, but he was obdurate 
and action was postponed.

No Show for Lake-Front Legislation.

The whole subject wili be discu more fully 
and calmly in the conference committee of 
the Senate and House which is sure to follow 
the passage of the amended bill by the House 
Tuesday and the refusal of the Senate to con- 
cur therein. 
Cook County Members Weakening.

MONUMENT TO HARTRANFT UNVEILED. 


Thousands of People Attend tho Ceremon-. 


les at Montgomery Cemetery. 

Norristown, Pa., June 6.—Norristown was 
invaded today by an army of veteran soldiers

THE IMPORTED ARTICLE WASINTEND- 
ED FOR USE NEAR BOSTON,

Wasuineton, D. C., June 6,—[Special.]—

ple in Washington wonder that he doesn’t. 
make the facts known, for the ex-Senator was 
entirely guiltless, It was his nephew, William 
C. Eustis of Washington, who was concerned. 
Young Eustis isa grandson of the late Mill- 
ionaire W, W. Corcoran. Washington society 
is regretting that the English coachman 
was barred out, for his gorgeous coats, em- 
broidered waistcoats, leggings, top boots, and 
long, brass horn’ were requisite to the proper 
get-up of a swell tally-ho driver. The main 
object in engaging this English coachman 
is to establish on the north shore of Massa- 
chusetts a magnificent tally-ho for the 
entertainment and use of Boston and Wash- 
ington society’s blue-blooded scions during the 
summer. The coach intended for this pur- 
pose was to be called the Independent. It 
is now in New York and is to replace the 
yellow-bodied coach so familiar to Washing- 
tonians. This coach Mr. Eustis has already 
sent in advance of his own arrival at Manches- 
ter-by-the-Sea. A shipment of twenty-eight 
blooded horses from his own stables here also 
preceded him. To this number it was in- 
tended to add the twenty horses imported 
from England for the purpose under the 
charge of Francis John Howlett, the un- 
fortunate man of many liveries and horns. 
The route of the North Shore tally-ho, to be 
run every week day, is, from Pride’s Crossing 
to Turk’s Head and thence around Cape Ann 
by way of Gloucester, Magnolia, and Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, at each of which places 
stops will be made for change of horses. 


INCREASE IN POSTM ASTERS’ SALARIES. 


Keadjustment of the Allowances for the 
Larger Cities of the Country. 

Wasurnetros, D. C., June 6.—[Special. ]— 
The readjustment of salaries and allowances 
for first-class Postmasters in the United States 
have been completed by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment and will take effect Julyi. These allow- 
ances have been made on the basis of the busi- 
ness transacted up to the close of the year 
ended March 31, 1891, and are based on the 
gross receipts of the various offices during that 
period. There was a net increase of gross re- 
ceipts at the 128 first-class offices of $2,846,247, 
and the net increase of salaries of Postmasters 
aggregated $11,500. A. H. Scott, Chief of the 
Division of Allowances, says that- at the rate 
of increase shown by Chicago by the time the 
World’s Fair is in operation there is a strong 
probability that the city by the lake will come 
up with New York in the volume of postal 
business. Postal business at the various cen- 
ters during the period already alluded to has 
been as follows:

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Nothing Definite Known About Secretary 
Noble’s Retirement from the Cabinet.

Gen. Swaim Seeking Reinstatement. 

David G. Swaim, Brigadier-General United 
States army, and Judge Advocate General under 
suspension, had an extended interview with the 
President this morning in regard to his case.

CLAIM IT n NOT REPRESENTATIVE. 
Criticism of the New Illinois Conference of 
Charities and Correction. 

There is discord in the ranks of the charita- 


ble organizations because of the formation of 


the Illinois Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection. It-is claimed by many of those 
prominent in charitable work that the society 
was formed to gratify the ambitions of cer- 
tain men. and that while its objects are good 
it is not representative of the best char 
itable organizations. It is claimed also that 
the organization was conceived and brought 
about by one man, who invited only those 
persons who he thought would follow his 
su tions without question. a 

n nearly all the principal states there are 
organizations embracing the various charita- 
ble institutions and there is held to be partic- 
ular need of one in Illinois, as the annual 
meeting of the National Conference of Char- 
ities and Correction is to be held 
in Chicago in 1893. This national 
organization holds its meetings every sum- 
mer, the last one being held in Indianapolis 
during the first weeks in May with more than 
500 delegates from the various States and 
Territories in attendance. These meet 
are attended by the best known men in p 
anthropic werk and authorities on p 
forms, 

Denver was selected as the place for the 
meeting of 1892 and Chicago for the meeting 
of 1893, and World’s Fair year. When this 
fact became known the Illinois delegation 
discussed the advisability of forming a State 
association to work under the national con- 
ference, whose duty should be to bring to- 
gether the various erganizatiors of the State, 
enroll the best known men in the work, and 
begin in advance the preparations necessary 
for the entertainment of the delegates at the 
meeting in 1893. 

Among the men from Illinois in attendance 
at the Indianapolis meeting was the Rev. 
Doremus Scudder, a son of the Rev. H. M. 
Scudfler, formerly pastor of Plymouth 
Church. Mr. Scudder offered to correspond 
with various men in the State who it was 
thought would be willing to take the initiative 
in the new erganization.

ENGLISH STYLE IN THE NEWSPAPERS. 


The Leader Writers in Some of Our News- 
papers Furnish Models of Style. 
The Independent fur June 4 contains the 
following letter from Prof. Thomas R. Price: 
In reading your paper of May 21 I found 
myself greatly startled by coming, in one of 
your editorials, on the following sentence: 
»The Columbia College Professor of English 
Literature refers his scholars to the newspa- 
per editorial as the typical example of writing 
without style.’ You have, of course, some 
authority for this statement about my teach- 
ing; and yet, so far as I can remember, I 
cannot recall any words of mine C00 
even by twisting, have been made to express 
such an opinion. Thus I am forced to be- 
lie ve that there is some error in the statement 
that has reached you; and I should like you 
and your readers to know that, so far from 
holding this opinion, I deem it silly and false. 
Style may be regarded as some individual 
and characteristic way of saying what one 
thinks, as when we speak of Carlyle’s style; 
of, in a generalized form, as the best and most 
skillful way of saying what one has to say. In 
either sense style belongs most conspicuously 
to the members of that highly-trained body 
of men who write the editorials of our great 
newspapers. deny this would I think, 
to shut our eyes do facts that are self-evident. 
For many of those writers mires oe the one 
sense, a style that is so markedly individual 
as to be at once recognized. And, in the other 
sense, many of them have attained to unsur- 
assable skill in giving effective and artistic 
— to their sentences and paragraphs. It is 
from this latter point of view that I am in the 
habit of holding up the mirror of our best 
newspaper writing to the admiration of my 
classes.

The betting limit of the ba played at 
Tranby Croft;-with the Printe oft Wales as 
banker, was $500; and it was a very moderate 
stake as compared with the sums often bet 
at poker by players of corresponding wealth 
in American country and town houses.

Teach What Ministers Reject—This 


Storm Will Clear the Atmosphere. 


New Yorx, June 6.— The Rev. William 
Lloyd of the Central Congregational Church 
preached a sermon last Sunday on the ques- 
tions of creeds and heresy that are now agitat- 
ing church circles throughout the country. 
His subject was Christian Manliness.” 

1 question,” he began, if in the memory 
of any person here controversies of such mag- 
nitude, importance, and intensity have raged 
in the Christian Church of America as those 
which now agitate the Presbyterian and Epis- 
copal branches of that church.“ : 

He had scant sympathy for those who de- 
nounce all creeds, but he favored giving to 
every one the right to speak his belief. Nor 
had he any sympathy for the theology 
crammed into a student’s memory by profes- 
sors. Of thishesaid: . 

The theologist who cannot see truth in its 
new dress wages a battle of words against it 
and brands as heretics all who speak not his 
dialect. ‘he present controversies are not re- 
ligious; they are but a theological and a. e- 
clesiastical squabble. . . . The present 
fight is theology and ecclesiasticism against 
truth and scholarship, We must decide for or 
against truth. We must stand up for Christ, 
for liberty against intolerance and bigotry. The 
demand of the hour is for manliness—Chris- 
tian manliness. Theinjunction of the Apostle 


Paul, which neither circumstances nor the’ 


flight of time can annul, is: In understand- 
ing de ye men. This means not on 

mental freedom and power to receive trut 
but candor and courage to avow it. To em- 
brace views from the avowal of which we 
shrink is the timidity of compromise, hola- 
ing them in secret and hiding them in public 
is unmanly.

The 
things essential to Christian 
the courage of convictions and candor in 
avowing them. There are not a few who, 
while cherishing opinions contrary to the pop- 
ular current in private, shrink from the con 
sequences of a public avowal. This is too 
often true of preachers, The fear of a trial 
for heresy has silenced many a man and he 
has hidden between ambiguous phrases, truths 
which fearlessly spoken would have comforted, 
strengthened, and enlighthened many a 
troubled, perplexed inquirer. 

Phillips Brooks said a few years ago, in an 
article in the Princeton Review: ‘A large 
acquaintance with clerical life has led me to 
think that almost any company of clergymen 
gathering together and talking freely to each 
other will express opinions which would 
greatly surprise, and at the same time greatly 
relieve. the congregations who listen to their 
ministers.’ 

„Now, just see what that means. It means 
that in these days, when faith is hard, we are 
deliberately making it harder, and are making 
ourselves liable tu the Master’s terrible reouke 
of the Scribes and Pharisees of old. They 
bind hesvy burdens and grievous to be borne 
and lay tnem on man's shoulders, but they 
themselves will not move them with one of 
their fingers. Is not this true? 

How many men in the ministry believe to- 
day in the doctrine of verbal inspiration, 
which our fathers held, and how many of us 
have frankly told 288 
believe it, and 80 li 
the heavy cloud of difficulties and in consisten- 
cies which that doctrine laid there? How 


many of us hold that the everlasting punish- 
ment of the wicked is a clear and certain truth 
of revelation. But how many of us that do 


not hold that have ever said a werde. tell men

Remember, I am not speaking now 
whether these ideas are true or not. I am 
speaking of whether we think they are true 
and of what is our duty with reference to vur 
belief.

THE RUSSIAN CZAROWITZ’S ESCAPE. 


Two Wounds Kesulted from the Madman 
Tsuda Sanzo’s Biow. 

Yoxonama, Japan. May 12.—Shortly after 
the arrival of the Russian squadron in Kobe, 
the Czarowitz, with Prince George of Greece, 
visited Kioto, the ancient capital of Japan, 
where elaborate preparations had been made 
by the Japanese Parliament to welcome their 


imperial highnesses. The 11th inst., after 


having visited Otsu and its environs, the royal 
party iunched at the Prefecture, and shortly 
after 1 o’clock in the afternoon started along 
one of the principal streets, which was 
crowded with persons. Before proceeding 
more than afew hundred yards a Japanese 
policeman named Tsuda Sanzo, who formed 
one of the guard on the right side of the road, 
ranup from behind and aimed a blow with 
his sword at the Russian Prince. The latter’s

He retired to rest before mid- 
night and slept soundly for nine hours, 
awakening without any symptoms of fever or 
suffering. The following day a careful exam- 
ination of the cuts was made, and the surgeons 
report them to be of scarcely more than deép 
superficial wounds, and fear no serious conse- 
quences from them, 

Prince Arisugawa held an interview with 
the Czarowitz today, and at his request tele- 
graphed to tne Czar at St. Petersburg that the

ever, and apprehended noserious results. The 
Mikado and Cabinet went by special train 
from Tokio to Kioto to express their sincere 
sorrow at the unfortunate attack and to offer 
the Czarowitz all the attention ible. An 
embassy specially appointed will be sent to 
St. Petersburg to offer the Czar all a i 
and do all possible to prevent any rupture -be- 
tween the two countries. 

The would-be assassin isa man about 38 
years of and is described as peaceable 
and attentive to duty, but somewhat bigoted. 
He has served with distinction in the Japanese 
army. and for services in he Sateuma rebellion 
had received a special decoration. In 1885 he 
entered the police service, and had been feerv- 
ing for nearly two years in the Shiga Prefect- 
ure when the Czarowitz arrived. It is said 
by his wife that teu years ago he suffered from 
an attack of dementia, from which 
never fully recovered.

Why did the Prince of Wales 
give occasion for embittered radical criti- 
cism of monarchical institutions and aristo- 
cratic prestige simply by indulging in a par- 
ticular form of a practice generally sanctioned 
by public opinion as consistent with propriety 
and his own dignity?

GREAT BUGS IN NEW YORK. 


They Swarm in a Quarry and Stop a Loco- 
motive. 

Syracuse, N. I., June 5.— Southeast of 
Brighton Corners, between this place and 
Jamesville on the Lackawanna railroad, are 
extensive limestone quarries which have been 
in operation for many years and have pene- 
trated deeply into the rock. Through the cut 
thus made and into the quarries a branch 
track has been laid from the Lackawanna 
road for the hauling of the hewn stone. Night 
work being necessary a large part of the time 
an arc light has been placed high over the 
track of the darkest part of the cut. Several 
cars were loaded with stone for shipment Fri- 


day and left on the switch pending the ob- 


servance of Memorial day. Tonight in prepa- 
ration for drawing the cars out the electric 
light was put in, an engine with the nec- 
left the city for the quarries.

electric light bugs that made their appearance 
all over the country soon after the system of 
electric lighting became of general adoption 
in cities. 

The locomotive continued on its way, and 
as the drivers rolled over the insects the in- 
sects died with a crackling sound like the suc- 
cessive explosions of toy torpedoes. But this 
was at the beginning of the swarm; as the 
iron monster plowed its way along the bugs 
became more numerous and the crackling 

w to a monotonous din, as though some 
recracker storehouse had been touched 
off in a hundred places, until in the 
thick of the swarm the engine was 
brought to a stop; the drivers refusing to 
catch on the now slippery rails, greased by the 
crushed and slaughtered bugs. An examina- 
tion of the insects showed a resemblance to 
the electric-light bug, though they are some- 
what larger t those bugs, the outer shell of 
the back being about the size and shape of 
half a 3 shell. It was this turtle. 
like armor with which the insects are equipped 
thet made the crackling sound as the wheels 
passed over them. The shell is black and par- 
takes of the nature of stone, having a slatey 
structure and being brittle. This property of 
the shell set the more thoughtful people to 
thinking and observing, and after a time 
search along the sides of the cut revealed in- 
numerable small holes in the rock, which 
seemed to have been bored into it by some 
agency not that of man, and in them were 
traces of a peculiar ovula, some hatched and 
some apparently blighted.

EDISON AS A MINE-OWNER. 


He Controls All the Magnetic Iron-Ore in 
the Country Worth Speaking Of. 

It is not generally known that Edison is a 
mine-owner and an iron-smelter. But it is a 
fact that he probably controls more iron-ore 
than any other one man. There are vast beds 
of magnetic iron-ore in New Jersey, but the 
process of smelting magnetites was not profit- 
able because of its difficulty. It struck Edi- 
son one day that he could separate the iron 
from the rock by means of a magnet. He 
breached his scheme to several large iron- 
smelters and they laughed at him. He kept 
trying, he said recently, for several years to 
interest iron men in his plan for the reduction 
of magnet) but without success. Finally 
he determined to go into it himself, 

He organized acompany among the work- 
men in his laboratory. The company secured 
léases on every m tic bed of promise east 
of Michigan. T practically comprise 
all such beds of value in the United States. 
The first effort was made at Ogden, N. J., 
where he has a bed of ore a mile long and 450 
feet wide, which he says runs five or six miles 
down into the earth. There the company 
erected a regular quartz stamp mill for crush- 
ing the ore. The crushed ore was stored in a 
tremendous hopper. Below the per he set 
up an eight-ton magnet. In the ores of 
the hopper was an opening, and ditectly be- 
low the opening a thin partition was set 
up. The ore falling from the 
opening in the bottom of the hopper fell 
past the magnet with such velocity hat the 
particies of iron were not attracted to the 
magnet itself, but their trajection was suf- 
ficiently deflected to have fall inside the 
partition while the refuse fell outside. The 
scheme ‘was.a tremendous success from the 


start.

‘and of course, dividing up the 
same amount of commission at the 
rate of four to one makes it seem dull to the 
agents. We know of no property but what is 
selling today for more money than what it 
brought during the greatest activity of 1890.’” 

To take up the last statement first, it may 
simply be said that the man who makes it 
‘merely shows his complete lack of knowledge 
of the market. As to the comparative condi- 
tion of the market this year and last the rec- 
ord of transfers might at first thought be 
taken as a fairly accurate guide. Toone not 
familiar with the methods of the real-estate 
market it might seom that this record of 
transfers was an absolute gauge by which to 
judge of activity. As a matter of fact it is 
nothing of the kind. For illustration, during the 
most active period last year a piece of prop- 
erty would sometimes change hands two or 
three times a week, There might be a dozen 
sales of the same piece of property within a 
few months. The first purchaser gave to the 
next buyer only a contract, as examinations of 
abstracts and other matters had not progressed 
far enough so that a deed could be given; and 
that process went along the chain of buyers 
and sellers, At last, when the actual transter 
came to be made, the first seller transferred 
the property to the last buyer, and although 
there been a dozen transfers, a dozen 
commissions paid, anda dozen news items 
made, each one of particular interest as show- 
ing the rapid advances in a given locality, 

but a single transfer appeared inthe records. 

There is another reason why the records do 
not accurately mark the activity of the mar- 
ket. Last year was a fertile one for syndi- 
cates.. A .large proportion of the operations 
of the year were syndicate operations. Title 
to property would be taken.by a trustee, and 
lots would be sold, the trustee giving a con- 
tract fora deed. The result was that none of 
those lot sales appeared in the records. mow 
such sales of lots have dro Be tpt ohetne genie 
ingly small amount, but changed condi- 
tion has no effect upon the transfers. The 
transfers, as shown by the records as having 
been made since Jan. 1, should by no means 
be set down as indicating the business of 1891. 
It i —— easily safe to say that more than half the 

resented by those transfers were ne- 

— last year. The record of transfers 

drags months behind the market, and any one 
who bases his opinion concerning the condi- 
tion of the market upon the showing of the 
transfers is far behind the times. 

The real-estate market isin an unsatisfac- 
tory condition; that is to say, unsatisfactory 
to the agent who is depending upon commis- 
sions coming from active transfers. It is a 
market in which sales are comparatively few. 
The reason for this is not a laek of buyers. 
There is much money seeking investment, 
and a fair proportion of it certainly is — 
abl — inclined toward investment in Chic 

estate. An investor, however, must 

shown property that that will return a fair income 
on the investment. He is not. satisfied to de- 
pend entirely on the chances of the future in 
the way of increasing valués. It can be set 
down as a general rule that pened hice of Chicago 
inside real estate have been forced by holders 
to a point so high that the property no 
longer offers a fair return upon the 
money represented by the prices it 
is held at. There are, of course, exceptions to 

this broad statement, but as a general state- 
ment it undoubtedly reflects the present situa- 
tion. When the most prominent real-estate 
agents in the city are obliged to turn away in- 
vestors who come to them with money in their 
hands because they cannot find a piece of busi- 
ness property that they dare recommend at 
the price the holder demands, there is some- 
thing wrong with the market. That some- 
thing is the extravagant ideas that the owners 
of property are entertaining. No one sup- 
poses that rents can be materially advanced, 
at least not for some time. That being the 
case the only inducement that can be held out 
to an investor to convince him that it is 
sible to get a fair return upon the money he i is 
asked to — into a piece of property is to 
show him how changes and improvements can 
be made in the building so as to increase the 
rent roll, First-class business property that 
has a price based upon the income it will to- 
day return is ex ingly hard to find, and 
when it is found there is no trouble in secur- 
ing a buyer for it.

The Father of His Country as a Realty 
Agent and Operator. 

In the first number of the Amierican, pub- 
lished Aug. 20, 1778, Col. George Washing- 
ton, under date of, Mount Vernon in Vir- 
ginia, July 15, 1773)” advertises as follows: 
Tho subscriber having obtained patents for 
upwards of 20,000 acres of land on the Ohio 
and Great Kanawha, proposes to divide the 
same into any sized tenements that may be 
desired, and lease” them upon moderate 
terms. Then follow full particulars, the ad- 
vertisment being the largest oftheissue. It is 
in the old-style type, and the following 
sentence shows that the language of the real- 
estate agent was eloquently handled by the 
great Virginian: “It is almost needless to 
premise none can exceed them (the 
lands) in luxuriance of soil or convenience of 
situation, all of them lying upon the banks 
either of the Ohio or Kanawha, and abound- 
ing with fine fish and wild fowl of various 
kinds, as also in most excellent meadows N 


many of which (by the bountiful hand o 


nature) are in their present state almost fit 
for the scythe.” This was George Washin ng- 
ton, first in war, first in peace, first in the re 
estate business of Virginia. 

The Columbus Post intimates that if George 
Washington had laid off his Mount Vernon 
farm into town lots and put them upon the 
market his hatchet story would have entirely 
lost its edge.

Arts is henceforth bound by a lease to occupy 
a space on the Champ de Mars, but especial- 
ly because this year it displays a tendency to 
modernize art, which is decidedly and, we 
may say, splendidly characterized. 

The impression experienced, after having 
visited the long galleries of the Palace of the 
Fine Arts, is that an immense amount ot tal- 
ent has been expended in order. to attain one 
unique end—te interpret the depth of shades 
and the true ambience of objects and figures, 
with attenuations which offer a free field for 
an infinity of successful formula, when those 
who depict them are true artists; but monot- 
onous when treated by artiste who lack inspi- 
ration. 

There are certainly still among these nat- 
ures that are not included in data I refer 
to, and who either from thei iality for the 
romantic or from a praiseworthy loyalty to 
their school still exhibit sober traditions and 
deep pathos, but uu is evident to everybody 
that at the National Society there is a fair field 
for selection. me 

Finally, I must not omit to tay with what 
extreme care the present organization of the 
exhibition has been conducted. Th large 
galleries, with their symmetrical columns, 
present a very attractive sfpearance. In or- 
der, however, to render ‘the architectural de- 
tails complete it would have been necessary 
to connect the columns by an aréade. The 
red, blue, and gray rooms ere not m them- 
selves sufficient to counteract the monotony 
of the long galleries.

Here was made the first permanent settle- 
ment west of the Mississippi River. In 1541 
De Soto with his 600 miners and explorers pen- 
etrated this region from the south in search of 
gold, He did not find the precious metal he 
sought, butsaw instead the mountains of iron 
which a later generation was to transmute 
into the ious metal De Soto only dreamed 
of.

Afloat Again in Bad Weather. 


The river was blustery Wednesday afternoon 
when we strolled through the old town for the 
last time and then, making our way amid the 
forest of young cottonwoods that covered the 
big sand-bar, reached our boat.

Borrs Crrr, Mont., June 3.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]— They call it Butte on account 
of a solitary mountain to one side of the town, 
about which there isone of those Indian 
legends so numerous in the West. The name 
is decidedly tame for such atown. It has no 
significance and the people of this section 
want every act, wink, and thought to signify, 
and the more extravagant the significance the 
better they like it. 

They valled the county Silver Bow, anda 
silver bow is the shibboleth,, the motto, 
the in hoc signo and the E pluribus 
unum” of the town. It gppears upon the 
licenses of the gambling-houses, on the bank 
checks, and over the doorway, and the pict- 
ures and the “annex” of that famous club 
known also asthe Silver Bow Club, which or- 
ganization has no member who is not 
a rich man, and where a single white 
chip in a geéntleman’s game costs 
$100. There is not a handsomer 
club in the country than the Silver Bow, and 
when it lays itself out to entertain any one 
the Pacific slope, which arrogates to itself all 
there is of perfection in that line, gets up, 
takes off its hat, and stands in the back yard 
until the last bottle has been uncorked. The 
President of this club is a Boston man, of 
course—Charies H. Palmer—and it takes a 
Boston man to say when a club shall start 
and what the limit shall be. 

So far as representation of lation is 
concerned the town could hold a World's Fair 
every day in the year. Almost every nation 
on the face of the globe is met with here. The 
census by nationalities does not bear out this

THE MURDERER OF MADAGASCAR. 


Almost everywhere from out the byways 
and highways of our modern civilization the 
tide of emigration carries with its flood a great 
army of adventurers, Itsebb leaves on the 
shores of distant and unknown lands the 
wrecks of many men. Everywhere through- 
out the still wide and unexplored world; on 
the fringes of African coasts; on the distant 
islands of the Southern Ocean; in vast Bor- 
neo, in the Philippines, and on the countless 
geographical dots of the Indian Sea, they live 
isolated lives, forgotten by ancient friends, 
lost to the great whirling world of modern 
society. The story and the study of such 
lives is the study of the whole history of mod- 
ern colonial aggrandizement. They are the 
forerunners as well as the. wrecks of a foreign 
social system. Incited by legends of wealth 


or ready conquest; by fabled stories of an 
easy acquisition of power and property 
amongst a race of lower scale of intellectual- 
ity than themselves, they seize the polit- 
ical opportunity afforded by the de- 
cree of some continental congress and 
follow the troop-ship that carries the advance 
guard as an army of occupation. Their pres- 
ence is at first symbolized by a fungus growth 
of rickety shanties, with glaring signs and 
piles of broken bottles in neglected alleyways 
or in moldy little backyards overrun with 
weeds. After a while the political panorama 


changes, the troops are withdrawn, the mili- 


tary colony sinks back into native neglect and 
inactivity, but the white waif is left by the 
ebbing tide on the shores of chance. 

Many are the recruits in every social 
regiment. Men, often of character and 
idea, but endowed with morbid thoughts and 
erratic dispositions. Many others of ne char- 
acter at all and whose only desire is the vain 
one to soothe an uneasy conscience in peace- 
ful solitude. I have met such men. The his- 
tory of their lives and adventures is almost 
out of joint with the plain tale of modern 
society. Both their existenceand the neces- 
sity for it are one of the results of civilization. 
Sometimes skirmishers only far in advance of 
the main army~sometimes stragglers, they 
live and die are buried in narrow 
bridle paths long before these are trodden into 
the great highways of advancing change.

Earthquakes must be mentioned, if only to 
show that, in connection with the canal, they 
are of small — — Of our party Maj.

gigantic elms and willows. } 

In the Sacred City. 

Whatever had been the reluctance of the 
Chinese to grant the “foreign devils en- 
trance into the Sacred City, when once the 
were within its walls they treated them wit 
no lack of courtesy. All the Chinese and Tar- 
tar officials and servants were almost obse- 
quious in their polite attentions. They gath- 
ered by the thousands about the visitors when 
they were led into the temple, but only a 
few high officers accompanied them within 
that building. Apart from the official greet- 
ings and replies, a death-like stiliness pre-- 
vailed throughout the entire city. e city, 
as is well-known, is inhabited by the Emperor, 
about 500 women, and soine 4,000 male serv- 
ants. Scarcely one of all these had ever be- 
fore seen a foreign visitor, or indeed a visitor 
ofany kind. At this little temple the visitors 
remained more than an hour. They were re- 
galed with an elaborate banquet, in- 
excellent 
cigars. room in which they were re- 
ceived was handsomely carpeted and furnished 
in the most approved European. style, and the 
appearance of this purely European room in 
the heart of the Imperial City was decidedly 
novel and startling. Buton leaving the tem- 
ple to proceed to the hall of audience, another 
equally strange sight met the eyes of the vis- 
itors. This was nothing less than a narrow- 

auge railroad running along the bank of the 

ake and furnished with a small train of cars. 

This was a present from a firm of French 
railroad builders to the Emperor. His 
Majesty, it is said, often rides upon it, but 
will never use the locomotive engine, prefer- 
ring to have his car along the track 
by a gang of servants. ! 

At last the company reached the of the 
Emperor’s pavilion. It was eighteen years 
since any foreigner had set foot within those 
sacred precincts. They were not admitted 
immediately, but were kept waiting for about 
half an hourin four handsome and spacious 
tents which had. been erected for their use 
just outside the doors. Then they were sum- 
moned to the imperial presence one by one. 
The first Mirister honored was Herr von 
Brandt, the German envoy. Next came the 
American Minister, Col. Denby; after him the 
British Minister, Sir John W alsham : then the 
Japanese Minister, Mr. Otori; then the Italian 
Minister, Chevalier Panza, and finally the 
Minister of the Netherlands, Mr. Ferguson. 
Each Minister was accompanied by his inter- 
preter and was escorted 8 high officers 
of the rpg 4 interviews were 
very short; y long enough, said one ir- 
reverent envoy to another, to make it worth 
while to go through all the fuss and bother. 

Received by the Emperor, 

The Emperor received them seated on a 
throne on a raised platform at the end of the 
hall..

His face bore an 
air of refinement and dignity, but showed 
none of the force and fire of his martial an- 
cestors. It was mild, kind, and sad. There 
was, perhaps, a touch of nervousness and

It will be noticed from all the statistics that the 
operations of the passenger department are more 
satisfactory than the freight department. The 
only decrease in earnings was im freight 
receipts, and the mileage statistics regard- 
ing the freight department are less satis- 
factory. An examination of the freight statistics 
in detail is extremely interesting, ana affords 
some surprises. The chief loss, of course, was 
from the corn traffic. „The number of pounds of 
corn carried decreaegd from 1. 848,000, 000 to 1.086. 
000,000 pounds. On the other hand, wheat, malt. 
oats, barley, and flour all increased. There was 
an increase in general merchandise, and increases 
in agricultural implements, machinery, ‘wool, 
grass seed, millstuffs, oattle, and hogs. The total 
number of pounds carried was 12.000, 000.000 
pounds. The decrease in the corn tonnage was 
760,000,000 pounds. The decrease in the corn 
tonnage is shown by these figures to have been 
6.33 per cent of the total tonnage. The total 
tonnage in pounds for the year shows a decrease 
as compared with the preceding year of 51,000,000; 
or 4.2 per cent. 

The average number of men employed was 
11,372 as compared with 11,431 the previous year. 
The number of men decreased, but the amount of 
wages increased, the average monthly pay-roll 
amounting to $595,286 as compared with $570,014. 
This shows that the average monthly wages of the 
men increased from $49.86 to $62.33. This state 
ment includes every one on the pay-roll from the 
president to the track-hands.
